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A REGISTERED SEED PLANT 

It is good news that the Dominion gov- 
ernment will establish at Edmonton a 
plant from which farmers may secure 
registered seed grain. If what we were 
told a few years ago was true, such plants 
are needed. And there is no better place 
to establish one than in the part of the 
province where crops are best assured and 
grain comes to the highest perfection. 

Good grain comes from good seed. But 
Major Strange and others declared a cou- 
ple of years ago that good seed was the 
exception rather than the rule in Alberta, 
the seed commonly used being a mixture 
of whatever grain came handy and of 
weed seeds. Nothing has been said offi- 
cially in the meantime to show that the 
rule has been reversed. 

With prices at the minimum, it may be 
supposed that in one way or another there 
will be a premium for grain of high qual- 
ity, while it is obvious there can be little 
money in a crop of weeds. A supply of 
seed that will certainly germinate, and 
free from weed seeds, is of more conse- 
quence now than in times when inferior 
and dirty grain might be saleable at a 
living price or even at a profit. 


STILL MAKING PRECEDENTS? 


A gentleman at Ottawa who sends out 
despatches in tones friendly to the Gov- 
ernment has a word of reproof for those 
who have criticized the budget proposal to 
cut down the income taxes on those Cana- 
dians who are so fortunate as to have in- 
comes running to a half million dollars or 
more per year. This criticism, he says, 
was premature, for it is not yet known 
whether the Government has any inten- 
tion of making this change. The estimates, 
it is explained, were prepared by depart- 
ment officials, and were brought in with- 
out the Government having considered 
them. 

Mr. Bennett once remarked, when a 
member of the Alberta legislature, ‘We 
are making precedents in this country.” 
Evidently we are still making them, if the 
explanation is in accord with the facts. 
But that is a little hard to believe. That 
a minister of finance would allow a de- 
partmental clerk to jot down what he 
pleased in the list of changes to be made 
in a tax measure, and present this to the 
House without bothering to examine it, is 
quite a strain on the imagination, That 
Mr. Bennett would do so is beyond compre- 
hension. He does not allow his colleagues 
in the cabinét any such wide latitude as 
that. 

The obvious fact is that this proposal 
to be generous to the multi-millionaire, 
while piling heavier taxation on men of 
smaller income, has aroused a nation-wide 
chorus of protest, with no attempt in any 
quarter to justify the bare-faced discrim- 
ination, It will take more than reproving 
despatches from the official explanation- 
maker to convince the public the schedule 
would not have gone through but for this 
demonstration of popular resentment. 


NG THE PRESSURE 

President Hoover proposes that the 
governments of the world agree to a one- 
year moratorium on war debts and repar- 
ations claims. The United States is the 
country to which this indebtedness has to 
be finally paid. The proposal is thus in 
the nature of a generous offer of clemency 
on the part of the ultimate creditor to the 
countries which stand ranged as succes- 
sive debtors, with Germany at the far end 
of the line as the ultimate payer. 

Germany cannot pay under present 
conditions, if it can ever pay all that is 
demanded of it. But that would not ex- 
cuse the intermediary countries from pay- 
ing their debts to the United States. Bri- 
tain, France, and other Allied states are 
bound to send along their cheques to 
Washington, whether or not they can col- 
lect from Berlin, These countries, rather 
than Germany, would feel the pinch if the 
United States insisted upon its dues. 
Jermany is in the position of a bankrupt, 
whose desperate circumstances give it a 
measure of immunity against demands for 
immediate payment, Blood cannot be got 
out of a stone. 

This helps to explain why commodity 
prices and stock prices went up all over 
the world when the President's offer was 
announced. Every country that owes 
money at Washington sees in this offer a 
prospect that it may be able for the time 
to ignore the pending obligation and de-

the re-establishment of industry, the re- 
vival of trade, and to the solution of the 
vote all its available capital and credit to 
difficulties thrust upon it by the world de- 
pression. 

This reaction in the commodity mar- 
kets and the stock markets is pretty con- 
vincing evidence that the pressure of the 
war debts is not an economic fiction; that 
in reality it was one of the forces which 
squeezed the life out of industry and com- 
merce and brought about the condition of 
general stagnation. 

If the offer to suspend for one year the 
payments on the war indebtedness can 
produce this world-wide effect in raising 
prices, reviving hope and confidence, and 
creating a new outlook, the inference is in- 
escapable that a substantial scaling down 
of the debts and reparations claims would 
have a correspondingly greater influence 
in breaking up the economic deadlock and 
setting the nations again on the way to 
prosperity. There is even an invitation to 
think that it would be good business to 
write off the war debts all round. 

Meantime it is to be supposed the 
debtor nations will accept this proffered 
relief promptly, and with proper recogni- 
ae of the generous spirit in which it is 
maae.

Henry Hudson turned adrift June 
23, 1611, A tragic fate after securely 
braving the perils of the Northern 
Seas in years of exploration, Of 
course Hudson's name is written s0 
largely in the northern half of the 
world that there is little opportuntiy 
to forget him, but if there is one in- 
cident of his career more likely to out- 
stand in memory it was the fate that 
sent him and his son, with eight com- 
panions to meet their deaths in an 


open boat in the desolate north, Hud-| 


son's first essuy in those latitudes was 
to discover a northern route to the 
“islands of spicery.” Proving the im- 
possibility of finding one in a low lat- 
itude he eventually set out a little 
over a year previous to his end to at- 
tempt a northwest passage, It was his 
last voyage. He does not appear to 


have been running a well disciplined 
ship, and a winter frozen in the ice 
did not add to the good fellowship 
necessary to such a venture, Violent 
quarrels precipitated events, and a 
displaced mate eventually created a 
mutiny, and cast Hudson adrift. No- 
thing more was, of course, heard of 
him and his companions, The mut- 
ineers themselves fared badly, only a 
| miserable remnant ever reaching home 
and prison. ‘The occurrence added 
romance to poor Hudson's story, and 
probably helped to add the exaggera- 
| tion which has surrounded his achieve- 
ments. ‘The river, the strat, the bay, 
and the vast tract of land which bear 
| his name and keep his memory alive,” 
says the recorder, were nc! discovered 
by Hudson. “It has been conclusively 
shown that they were all marked in 
maps many years before his time.”

THE MEANING OF THIRST } 


A number of people have gone with-| 
out food for fifty days and longer and 
lived, providing they had plenty of} 
water to drink, But, usually, if all) 
the water is taken away, one will die 
within three days. Water is, therefore, 
more essential to you than food, ‘The 
body can easily do without food for @ 
month, but seldom longer than seven- 
ty-two hours without water, 

Man is dependent upon a continuous 
supply pure water for he has not de-| 
veloped the protective habit of being | 
able to store water Jike the camcl, this} 
animal being able to go without a 
drink for many days. About two-thirds | 
of your body is water, and each cell is) 
literally floating in a sea of water all 
the time. The body also is constantly) 
losing water. The kidneys throw out) 
the most—from two to three pints a} 
day. Every one of the four channels 
of elimiation from the body—the skin, 
lungs, kidneys and bowels—require | 
water to flush out polsons and impuri-| 
ties. Water is also needed to dis-| 
solve the food eaten. In fact, no nor- | 
mal process can go on in the body | 
without water, | 

The various parts of the body con- 
tain different amounts of water, For) 
example, the lungs are about 80 per! 
cent water, the muscular tissues about) 
75 per cent, and even the teeth which | 
you might consider solid are one-tenth | 
water. The gastric juice comes very 
near being pure water, being 99.5 per| 
cent, 

When deprived of water for a time) 
we feel the pangs of thirst. We think 
of the sensation called thirst as being 
located in the throat, as one of the 
first signs of thirstiness is a dry, 
parched sensation in the throat, Thirst 
appears very quickly when the water 
in the body fluids is slightly dimin- 
ished, and you become thirsty long be- 
fore there is much danger of being in- 
jured from the lack of water. How- 
ever, if about one-fifth of the wuter 
needed in the body is depleted, the 
danger of death ensues, 

There are many disorders in which) 
it is helpful to drink abormally large | 
quantities of water, I always advise | 
anyone on a fast to drink plenty of 
water in between the hours for taking 
the fruit juice, as the extra supply of 
water helps to flush impurities from | 
the system. It is usually necessary | 
with those suffering from kidney trou- 
ble or bladder trouble to use a great 
deal of water as this excess of water 
dissolves the heavy poisons which are 


making these impurities less concen- 
trated and irritating to the inflamed) 
membranes, 

Those who wish to get well from 
nervous diseases should make it a 
point to use from two to three quarts 
of water a day. Anyone with a cold 
finds he recovers more rapidly if he 
forces himself to drink large amounts

Answer: A red nose is an evidence 
of continued intoxication, either from 
the over-use of alcoholic stimulants 
or from dietetic errors which produce 
autointoxication. The latter is the most 
common cause of red noses, and even 
our most sincere prohibitionists often 
carry around a red, shiny nose that, 
in the old days, we used to think was 
acquired only by the “town drunkard,” 

Zucchini 

Question: Mrs. R. D, asks: “What 
is zucchini, as sometimes mentioned in 
your menus?” 

Answer: You probably missed the 
menu on which a footnote was made 
explaining about this vegetable. Zuc- 
chini is a small Italian squash simi- 
lar to the ordinary summer quash, 


| and may be used freely as a non- 


starchy vegetable if cooked by boiling 
or baking, As this vegetable ts difficult 
to obtain in certain parts of the coun- 
try, the ordinary summer squash may 
always be substituted whe you are un- 
able to secure the zucchini, 


Tubercular Bowel 

Question; M, J, L, asks: “What is 
the best diet for one suffering with 
tubercular bowel?” 

Answer: The diet must be well bal- 
anced, but with a minimum of starches 
und*sugars. ‘The most effective treat~ 
ment is to use two or three warm en- 
emas a day. At the same time, it is 
necassary to build up the general 
strength of the body in order to over- 
look any form of tuberculosis. Strength 
will come only from exercising, and so 
you must take calisthenic exercises 
and walk increased distances each day.
